Were there a man with whom I felt 
it would be worth while to bear a grudge, it would 
be M. Havin (editor of Le Siécle), who has just made 
me lose $4800 at Turin. But, good heavens! I have 
lost so many $4800 in my life, I no longer reckon 
them. * * What you say about ‘La San Felice’ 
(a novel he was then publishing in ‘ La Presse”) 
gives me great pleasure. It is an immense book, 
not because it contains three millions of letters 
(Alexandre Dumas was paid by “La Presse” so 
much—if I remember accurately, half a mill—a 
letter), but because of the worid which figures in 
it. I hear on all sides people are satisfied with it, 
and this somewhat warms my heart. I am getting 
old, not physically, but marally. You will see, 
when you in turn grow old, how melancholy it 
makes one. Posturers like my friend Hugo talk 
about ‘God,’ ‘the immortal soul,’ etc. etc. etc. 
But I say with Scripturg: ‘Remember, dust thou 
art, and unto dust thou shalt return.’ Turn this 
quotation as you may, when once you are convinced 
of its truth, I defy anybody to turn so as to raise 
laughter. There are times when it seems to me I 
have already in my skull some of that ‘earth we 
make loam’ of, which Hamlet found in Yorick’s. 
Puh! I live here as well as can be. My newspaper 
yields me $600 a month, and threatens to yield 
$1200 before the end of the year. My position 
leaves nothing for my vanity todesire. I am almost 
the only honest man, the only witty man, and the 
only man of talents in Naples. You must come 
here as soon as ‘La San Felice’ is completed. 
Success will have advanced the quotations of my 
shares, and then we shall together write a novel. 
Write me, my dear fellow. I am well enough with 
Prince Humbert, whom I have never seen, and 
never wanted to see, to send him your books. * * 
I shall probably be in Paris to see Alexandre’s (his 
son) piece brought out. Don’t say a word about it. 
“Wholly yours, 
“ALEXANDRE Domas.” 

Here are two characteristic anecdotes of M. de 
Lamartine, which I find in the newspapers: One 
day, it was at the period of his deepest distress, a 
lady hard pressed for money, called upon him to 
beg a letter of introduction. They engaged in con- 
versation, and after the customary lamentations 
over the poet’s cruel fate, she dropped some hints 
about her own embarrassed situation. Lamartine, 
without saying another word, rose, opened his sec- 
retary, took a $20 note, and gave it to his stupefied 
visitress,who exclaimed: “ Why, really, Monsieur de 
Lamartine, I don’t know that I ought to accept from 
you under present circumstances——.” The poet 
here interrupted her with one of his grand gestures, 
and in an inexpressible tone of disdain: “Oh! as 
for me, madam, I have no petty wants.” Gustave 
Planche, who was present, told me this anecdote. 
At the same epoch, when all the newspapers were 
ringing with despérate appeals made to the public 
by M. de Lamartine, or by his friends, a noble 
Swiss lady (Mme. de Gasparin), an eminent au- 


' thoress herself, and who uses her wealth in the no- 


blest and most judicious manner, had time and 
again subscribed, and for considerable amounts of 
money, to the Lamartine fund. The circulars and 
bills which rained on her, represented the poet as 
in a state of poverty, almost penniless. His misery 
lacerated readers’ hearts. About this time Countess 
de Gasparin had occasion to come to Paris. She 
reached Macon, but the train that ought to have 
connected with the one on which she had come, had 
gone. The station-master said to her: “ You must 
wait, Madam, uutil to-morrow.” A train was stand- 
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ing in the station, evidently on the eve of departure. 
“ Where is that train going?” “To Paris.” “Why 
can’t I go on that?” “Qh! Madam, that is a spe- 
cial train ordered for one gentleman.” ‘And pray, 
what gentleman is that?” ‘“M. de Lamartine.” 

M. Taine has begun to write in Le Temps, ‘‘ Notes 
on England.” They at once prove a Frenchman’s 
incapacity to comprehend anything out of France— 
an incapacity fatal to a nation’s progress. M. Taine 
not only is unable to comprehend, but he cannot 
see with accuracy; indeed, if a blunder is to be 
made on any subject, he, Frenchman-like, is sure 
to make it. I have noted a few of his blunders: 
“On my return to the hotel, I read in Friday’s Ga- 
zette this proclamation by the Queen.’’ People 
need not go to England, for the Gazette is never seen 
in an hotel. ‘‘I continually ask myself, what do 
these people do during idle hours? The club and 
port wine. My friend F—— had a neighbor at his 
club, who, in the reading-room drank a large glass 
of wine, went to sleep—half an hour afterwards 
drank another glass and went to sleep again, and 
so on without saying a word.’’ “I saw to-day in 
the breweries draught-horses; they are like ele- 
phants. They are the muscular horses of the spe- 
cies : shining coat, thick muscular withers, colossal 
croups. I have everywhere observed this sort of 
connection between horses and men; notice it alter- 
nately in Var county, in Orleans, in Normandy, and 
in England.” One must beignorant as a Frenchman 
not to know the brewers’ horses are all Flemish! 
“The Derby is an immense plain:” he being a 
Frenchman, never looked at a map ora guide-book, 
and so could not know the Derby is the name of a 
race run on Epsom Downs. English delicacy, the 
happiness of English homes, the purity of English 
life, the enormous intellectual activity of England, 
and innumerable other traits of English life, alto- 
gether escape the self-sufficient, insufficient French- 
man. I am told by persons who know him well 
that his lodgings show less taste, less of the artist, 
than those of any literary man here. I could place 
this weakness of intellect in a still stronger light 
by some anecdotes, but I scarcely feel at liberty to 
repeat them. Place him before a bottle of wine, 
and you cannot get an opinion from him about its 
qualities, until he has heard persons in whom he hag 
confidence express their opinion. Set him in sight 
of a building he has never seen before, he will say 
nothing about it until he has consulted books 
written upon it. ° 

Mme. George Sand has, in Le Temps, begun to 
publish extracts from her journal. The matter is 
too highly sublimated for ordinary mortals. I quote 
one or two autobiographical passages from it: “I 
do not deny it. I am so ingenuous as to write 
every evening, sometimes in a few lines, sometimes 
at length, the history of my day. This has for 
twenty years been my habit. It does not follow 
this journal deserves ever to see the light; I do 
not even know if any pages of it be worth printing. 
Iam running my finger through it. I find it insipid 
for any person but myself. It is like a ship’s log, 
for we lead a domestic life, nearly always in the 
country, which is very much like life on a ship 
laying to. I ask permission to fish without order 
and without design in this discreet water, which 
has absorbed a great many things without reflecting 
them very clearly. Fictions delight me, I lose 
and willingly relinquish my individuality in them. 
Nevertheless, they do not absorb all my time—far 
from it. I waste a great deal more in reverie, think- 
ing of nothing which may be executed or mani- 
fested. I should be embarrassed to express this

for according to their notions Christians alone were 
white, and Mohammedans were black. The imaun 
was scandalized to find the Brazilian Mohammedans 
absolutely ignorant of their nationality and reli- 
gion; none of them understood Arabian; they did 
not observe the Ramazan. Catholic priests married, 
baptized, and buried them ; the other religious cere- 
monies were solemnized by a Jew from Tangiers, 
who, of his own authority, had instituted himself 
their imaun. Sheikh Abdurrahman Effendi ob- 
tained permission of the Turkish authorities to quit 
the ship, and remain at Rio de Janeiro to instruct his 
black brethren in the principles of Islamism. He 
taught them to read the Koran in its original tongue ; 
he trajned schoolmasters and imauns at Rio de Ja- 
neiro, Bahia, and Pernambuco; he persuaded them 
to discard the use of wine and hog’s flesh, and the 
women to wear veils in the company of strangers. 
He sets down the Mohammedan population of Rio 
alone at 19,000. He wrote and published this book 
on his return to Constantinople. There has been 
published a volume of poems, “ Culdestei-Schoara,” 
at Broussa, the old Capital of Bithynia, and of the 
Ottoman Empire; it is remarkable only as being 
the first book printed in that city. 

The library of the Palais Royal was not injured 
by the conflagration of the palace. It contains a 
curious collection of law-books of the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries, and a number of manuscripts 
of the most celebrated French jurisconsults. 

Messrs. Bergeaud des Marets, Begin, and de Caus- 
sade (its librarians) are making earnest efforts to 
form another library of the Louvre. They have 
already been successful beyond their expectations. 
Some of our most eminent book-collectors have 
promised to bequeath their libraries to it, and many 
of our learned societies and publishers have pre- 
sented their valuable publications. It will not be 
long before a considerable number of books are col- 
lected. 

If there be degrees of comparison in the infamous 
conflagrations due to La Commune, the destruction 
of the offices of the Poor Law Board must be con- 
sidered the most sacrilegious. The valuable build- 
ings destroyed inflicted an enormous pecuniary loss 
on the Poor Fund. It was at first feared the valu- 
able collection of documents dating from the twelfth 
century had entirely perished. These valuable

CANONS OF QUOTATION, 


Tae canons of quotation should be defined and 
rigidly maintained ; yet much ignorance and care- 
lessness prevail in this department of letters, and 
a few reflections may not be without use. 

1. Let the quotation present fairly the sentiment, 
or dictum, of the authority cited, instead of sup- 
pressing that portion of the statement which con- 
flicts with your opinion, and with the partial rep- 
resentation which you have given of hia opinion. 
Otherwise, you are dishonest. 

2. If you omit a part of the original, quoting be- 
fore and after such omitted language, insert * * * 
as a notice to your reader that you have not given 
the whole of the text. 

3. Quote your authority verbatim; you have no 
right to alter a word, nor to italicize one, nor to 
give a paraphrase which is not an exact represen- 
tation of the original. A late American historian 
exposed himself to deserved censure by tampering 
with the text of the greatest American. 

4. If you interpolate, use the bracket [ ], not the 
parenthesis ( ); in the New York edition of Mot- 
ley’s “ United Netherlands’’ this rule is violated in 
a number of instances. 

5. Do not italicize any part of a quotation, even 
if you add the explanation, “Italics ours.” This 
common practice is not only uncritical and unfair, 
but useless. And never use such tricks on your 
own behalf. Italics and caps are the rhetoric of 
bad taste and ignorance. 

6. Do not alter the orthography of your original. 
What right have you, as author or printer, to spell 
“favor” or “ honor,” when he from whom you quote 
spells “favour,” “honour”? Yet this is done by 
wholesale in America. An author’s orthography is 
part of his text. If Macaulay writes “ favour,’’ let 
your reader see that he so writes it: if Bancroft 
spell “ favor,’’ do not add a u to it. 

7. If you translate a foreign author into English, 
translate literally, as far as is consistent with the 
sense. It is seldom that a quotation from the Latin 
is not altered in transitu. 

8. Rebuke with indignity and abhorrence all 
attempts at improvements of old authors. What 
do you think of the stolidity that could attempt, 
and the effrontery that could proclaim, such a bar- 
barous procedure as is detailed in the preface to an 
American edition of one of England’s great the: lo- 
gical writers of formerdays?

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Horp axp Hoverton announce for immediate 
publication a paper which appeared recently in the 
“Contemporary Review,’’ entitled “ The Character 
of Christ, does it supply an adequate basis for a 
religion!”

arguments.

Tue latest novelty in Berlin is an English peri- 
odical, called the ‘‘German Quarterly Magazine.” 

A uistory of English coins, by Col. Hyde, Master 
of the Mint in Calcutta, is nearly finished. 


Ir is announced that Louis Blanc is writing an 
historical work, “‘ The Siege of Paris.” 

Tue “ Atheneum” says that the “ Prelude” to 
Mr. Swinburne’s unfinished poem, “ Tristram and 
Iseult” will immediately appear, in advance. It 
is several hundred lines in length. 

Ir is announced in “Harper’s Weekly,” appa- 
rently from authority, that during the coming 
winter Mr. Wilkie Collins, the popular novelist, 
will make a lecturing tour through the United 
States. The state of his health has hitherto pre- 
vented him from carrying out this project, which 
he has long cherished. The author of the “ Dead 
Secret,” “ The Woman in White,” “Man and Wife,” 
&e., is thought of, in this country, almost as highly 
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as Dickens and Thackeray were, in their time. His 
new serial, “ Poor Miss Finch,” now appearing in 
“ Harper’s Weekly,’’ promises to be one of his best 
performances. Mr. Collins, who commenced with 
a biography of his father, the eminent English 
painter, is now forty-seven years old. 

A cugiovs incident of partner authorship is re- 
lated in a new biography, by his son, of Mr. Bar- 
ham, author of “The Ingoldsby Legends.’’ It ap- 
pears that this author had planned a novel to be 
written by several hands. The opening chapters, 
about the family, birth, and earliest days of the 
hero, were to have been written by Barham ; Thomas 
Hughes was to have taken him through a public 
school; the younger Barham (only son and biogra- 
pher of “ Thomas Ingoldsby”’), was to have put him 
through a few university terms at Oxford; Lord 
William Lennox, the first husband of Miss Paton, 
the singer (afterwards Mrs. Joseph Wood), was to 
bave shown him as an officer on the Guards, a 
habitué of Crockford’s, and “a young man about 
town.” The project fell through. What Hughes 
had written proved to be the nucleus of “Tom 
Brown’s School-days,’’ which has been unusually 
popular, and the elder Barham’s part was finally 
worked into a serial story called “ Stanley Thorn,’’ 
which appeared in ‘‘ Bentley’s Miscellany.” This 
was illustrated by John Leech—then beginning his 
career, and well known as the leading artist of 
“Punch” for many years. His drawings exhibited, 
even then, much of the talent and facility which 
speedily were recognized by the world. 


Art and science have been recently recognized in 
England by the elevation of Mr. John Gilbert, the 
painter, and Mr. James Paget, the surgeon, to the 
hereditary rank of Baronet. Mr. Gilbert, whose 
first exhibited picture was a water-color drawing of 
“The Arrest of Lord Hastings by the Protector, 
Richard, Duke of Gloucester,” was produced in 
1836, when he was only nineteen. In the same 
year an oil-painting of his was in the exhibition of 
the royal member. For many years he obtained 
constant and lucrative employment on periodical 
publications, having been long connected with the 
* London Journal,”—a successful penny weekly— 
and with the ‘Illustrated London News’’ from its 
commencement. He hasalsoillustrated Shakspeare 
and other authors. His career as an historical 
painter has been eminently brilliant. His coloring 
is fine, and his drawing bold, facile, and correct. 
He is an R.A. Sir John Gilbert has resided most 
of his life at Blackheath, near London, where he 
was born,in 1817. He is the first English painter, 
we believe, who has been created baronet, though 
Reynolds, Lawrence, Shee, Eastlake, Wilkie, Grani, 
Landseer, Hayter, and others have been knighted. 
Sir James Paget, born in 1814, has been the leading 
surgeon of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, London, for 
many years, and is almost as highly distinguished 
by his professional writings (particularly his ‘* Lec- 
tures on Surgical Pathology”) as by his rare skill 
and judgment as an operator. Sir Astley Cooper,

profession, had previously been created baronets. 
The title, which is hereditary, is rarely conferred 
upon any one, however eminent his merit, who has 
not an ample fortune to leave to his successors, for 
the suitable maintenance of the dignity. 


Tue present Lord Brougham appends a note to 
the second volume of the autobiography of his 
brother Henry, the great Lord Chancellor of the 
Reform Bill era, in which he says that in October, 
1861, being then in his eighty-fourth year, he be- 
gan to write his life, and that he worked at it from 
time to time, until November, 1867, when he was in 
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| his ninetieth year, having been born on the 19th 
of September, 1778. This shows wondrous mental

nection with the Princess Charlotte, the Princess of 
Wales, and the Queen’s trial, was first written 
(it occupies a large portion of the second volume); 
next came the account of Canning’s administration 
and Lord Gray’s government, to the close of 1834; 
after this the conclusion of his life was com 
and then, at the earnest request of his brother 
William (the present peer), and Mr. Elwin, then 
editor of the “ Quarterly Review,” he went to work 
on his early life, on which he was occupied until 
November, 1867. He died at Carnes, in the South 
of France, on May 9th, 1868, having preserved his 
mental faculties to the last. The third and con- 
cluding volume of his autobiography will soon 
appear, and will be republished, without delay, by 
Messrs. Harper, of New York. The present Lord 
Brougham, born in 1795, succeeded to his brother’s 
peerage, in consequence of a provision to that effect 
in a second patent of nobility granted by Queen 
Victoria in 1866—the first was executed in No- 
vember, 1830. He was a senior in the University 
of Cambridge, where he graduated, and is said to 
have been a great mathematician. His only pub- 
lication was a speech which he made in the House 
of Commons, on the Reform Bill of 1832, when he 
was M.P. for Southwark. 


Booxs.—One of Philadelphia’s most distinguished 
literary sons is taking advantage of every opportu- 
nity to inculcate the importance of adding an in- 
dex—a copious and thoroughly well digested index 
—to every book that is published. It is as vexa- 
tious as it is surprising to find elaborate works on 
history, science, and literature lacking this essen- 
tial aid altogether, or with one so meagre as to be 
but little better than useless. The late Professor 
De Morgan, of the London University, once sug- 
gested that historians who neglected or omitted to 
add an index to their works, did so because they 
thought they would thereby oblige their readers to 
go through the books from beginning to end, by 
making that the only way of coming at the contents 
of them. But this, if put forward seriously, is a 
very insufficient reason. People read a history 
through the first time in order to gain a general 
idea of the subject. When they take it up asecond 
time, they do so, generally, with a view to ascer- 
tain some particular facts, or to reconsider the 
points suggested, and in this case an index is the 
very help they require, and for want of it they are 
apt to throw the book aside and turn to some other 
But when the book happens to be the only bock on 
the subject which can be conveniently consulted, 
what loss of time and temper is incurred by being 
forced to waste hours, perhaps fruitlessly, in search 
of some particular passage? Those who have oc- 
casion to refer often to Scripture or to Shakspeare, 
can testify to the immense saving of time and 
trouble afforded by Cruden’s “ Concordance” to the 
one, and Mrs. Cowden Clarke’s to the other. These 
|two valuable indexes have greatly encouraged re- 
ference to the sacred volume, and to the works of 





|the great dramatist, and thereby the salutary ex- 
| hortations of the one and the worldly-wise counsels 
of the other, applicable to almost every conceiva- 
ble phase of life, have been made more accessible 
and familiar to the world from the facility thus 
afforded for ready quotation. And to writers and 
speakers these concordances furnish a choice of quo- 
tations, and every well-digested index ought to do 
the same. Many instances might be cited of the 
high value set upon indexes by eminent literary 
men. Dr. S. Austin Allibone mentions the follow- 
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index to Gruter’s Jnscriptiones Antique. Baillet 
made an index of thirty-five volumes to the books 
of M. de Lamoignon’s library. Le Clere considered 
index-making a vocation too high for every writer 
—as, indeed, it is for careless ones, for it requires 
both patience and judgment. Mattaire made in- 
dexes, and lauds the art in a Latin thesis. To 
these instances may be added that of Mr. James 
Heywood, M.P., who, in producing an English ver- 
sion of Professor Huber’s work on the English Uni- 
versities, employed an amanuensis to make a copi- 
ous index of it. In indexing a book, it is easy 
enough to specify names ; the difficulty lies in clas- 
sifying the topics, and in selecting the most useful 
“ catchwords.’’ Many of these require registering 
under two, three, or more headings; sometimes 
these headings require a very large number of sub- 
divisions ; thus, in the index to Lippincott’s two- 
volume edition of Hume’s History of England, there 
are 385 entries under the head of “ Parliament,” 
and 296 under “Commons, House of.”” Indexing is 
tosome a labor of love, but to the majority a trouble- 
some task; nevertheless, whatever the trouble may 
be, the additional value conferred upon books by 
it is so great as to justify Dr. Allibone’s indorse- 
ment of the late Lord Chancellor Campbell’s propo- 
sition to make it compulsory upon all authors. 
“So essential did I consider an index to be to every 
book,” says his lordship in his preface to the third 
volume of his Lives of the Chief Justices of Eng- 
land, “that I proposed to bring a bill into Parlia- 
ment to deprive an author who publishes a book 
without an index of the privilege of copyright.’’ 
If it be true, as has been asserted, that no writers 
(novelists and editors excepted) are so much read 
or cited as those who make good indexes, then 
authors ought ever to bear this fact in mind for 
their own sake, evex i’ they have no consideration 
for their readers. Let them hear what Carlyle 
says: “ Books born mostly of chaos—which want all 
things, even an inder—are a painful object.’? The 
value of a thing is best known by the want of it. 
Let this be tested by supposing it to be necessary 
to produce a certain article on a given subject,

OBITUARY. 

Tse death of Mr. Bentiey, of New Burlington 
Street, London, Publisher in Ordinary to Queen 
Victoria, is announced. His age is not mentioned, 
but must have been close upon eighty. Mr. Bent- 
ley was educated at St. Paul’s School, London, 
where his classmates were Mr. Barham (‘“ Thomas 
Ingoldsby’’), Sir Frederick Pollock, late Chief Baron 
of the Court of Exchequer, and others, who subse- 
quently became distinguished men. In due course, 
Mr. Bentley obtained a partnership in the estab- 
lished printing firm of which his brother was head. 
Finally he joined the late Mr. Henry Colburn, and 
the publishing house of Colburn & Bentley did a 
large business. After some years the partners 
agreed to separate, Mr. Colburn removing to Great 
Marlborough Street, and Mr. Bentley remaining in 
New Burlington Street, where he enlarged his busi- 
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ness very much, and became connected, as pub- 
lisher, with most of the leading authors of England 
during the last twenty-five years. He is under- 
stood to have realized a handsome independence. 
A short time ago Mr. Bentley took his son into the 
firm, the business of which will be continued. Mr. 
Richard Bentley was an excellent classical scholar, 
like most other Paulites of his time. 


Cartes Pav. pe Kock, the well-known French 
novelist, has also passed away, in the fulness of 
years. Born at Passy, near Paris, in 1794, he had 
attained the advanced age of seventy-seven. His 
father, a Dutch banker in Paris, was a veteran of 
the Reign of Terror. His mother, who educated 
him, placed him in a bank, at an early age, to learn 
business ; but the desire to write pressed more and 
more upon him, and, quitting the counting-house, 
he threw himself into authorship. In 1811, at the 
age of seventeen, he wrote “L’Enfant de ma 
Femme,” his first romance, which no publisher 
would accept, even as a gift. He printed it him- 
self, but it failed. In 1814-16 five of his plays 
were performed at the Thédtre l’Ambigu-Comique. 
In the next eight years nine others were produced, 
with tolerable success—the best being “ Une Nuit 
au Chateau,” at the Opera Comique. Then he 
turned to prose fiction, and between the years 1820 
and 1834 his rapid pen, his wonderfal power of 
observation, and his skill in the construction of 
plots, enabled him to inundate the libraries with 
books of the only class he seemed to take any 
genuine interest in writing; the most popular of 
them being “La Femme, le Mari et 1’Amant,’’ and 
“Le Cocu;” the latter, notwithstanding its 


| grotesque title, being perhaps the least objection- 


able of his works. From 1834 to 1867 he nearly 
rivalled Dumas in the rapidity of his writing ; but 
none of his later works have been thought worthy 


| of notice by the critics, and it is probable that they 


found purchasers simply on account of the writer’s 
In 1846 his collected works filled fifty.six 
octavo volumes. He has been called “the Dickens 
of France,” because he chiefly wrote about middle 
and low life, but the comparison does not hold good, 
because Paul de Kock was nothing if not indecent, 
and Dickens was precisely the reverse. Paul de 
Kock, who made a large fortune by his pen, has 
left a son, named Henry, born in 1821, who also 
wrote plays and romances—taking his father’s 
works as his models. A few of his dramas ex- 
hibited more promise than he ever realized.

valuable contributions to Biblical knowledge that | been felt by the people at large, who have neithet _ 
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the opportunity nor the inclination to enter into 
the controversies that have long agitated the minds 
of theologians, and whose time and means do not 
enable them to make use of the numerous ex- 
pensive works containing the most recent researches 
and investigations in Biblical science. 

It is true, indeed, that the number of existing 
commentaries is legion, and represent every sect 
and every possible phase of Christian belief; yet, 
owing to the rapid advance of physical, philologi- 
cal, and historical knowledge, the wants of the 
present generation are not satisfied by any of the 
commentaries now in use, which, for this reason, 
are very generally felt to be obsolete. 

To fill up this void, the present work has been 
undertaken, and is being carried forward with all 
possible industry, and as rapidly as its great im- 
portance will permit. A company of divines has 
been formed, and the labor distributed among them, 
according to each one’s special fitness for the part 
assigned him; the whole work being under the 
editorial supervision of Rev. F. C. Cook, Canon of 
Exeter, and Preacher of Lincoln’s Inn, while a Com- 
mittee of Reference has been formed, consisting of 
the Archbishop of York and the Regius Professors 
of Divinity of Oxford and Cambridge, whose pro- 
vince it is to decide cases of dispute arising during 
the progress of the work and which may be referred 
to them. 

There ate some features which specially deserve 
attention and commendation. While it has been 
the aim to make the work sufliciently compre- 
hensive to embrace all the best results of recent 
thought and research, yet the matter has been so 
compressed as to prevent it from being cumber- 
some; and the reader of average culture will here 
find all he wants to know concerning the Sacred 
Books, without becoming entangled in tedious con- 
troversial discussions ; while the scholar need not 
turn away from its pages, for all subjects involving 
deep learning and more extended illustration are 
treated in separate essays at the end of each chap- 
ter and division of the book, where they may be 
referred to at pleasure. 

Another valuable feature is the thorough revision 
of the text. While the translation of 1611 is 
reprinted without alteration, so as not to offend 
those readers who have learned to regard the pres- 
ent text of the English Bible with affection and 
reverence, yet amended translations have been 
given of all the passages which have been found to 
be incorrect. These corrected translations are 
printed in the body of the notes, and in a larger 
and darker type, so as to be readily distinguished. 

The work will be comprised in eight volumes. 
The first volume, now before us, contains the Pen- 
tateuch. It is printed from plateg duplicated from 
those of the English edition, and in typography and 
general mechanical execution is fully equal to any- 
thing we have seen in this country. 


History of the Cross. The Pagan Origin, and Idola- 
trous Adoption and Worship of the Image. By 
Henry Dana Ward, M.A. 8vo. pp. viii., 88. Lon- 
don: James Nisbett & Co. Philadelphia: Clax- 
ton, Remsen & Haffelfinger. 

The true form of the cross has been a subject for 
controversy from the early days of Christianity, but 
in this monograph, the author contests that what- 
ever may have been the form of the stauros on which 
Christ suffered, its adoption as a sacred symbol is 
wrong, and was only introduced in sacred worship 
after the alleged discovery of the true cross by He- 
lena, the mother of the Emperor Constantine, in 
A.D. 326. The author proves that the sign of the 
cross, a3 a sacred emblem, is not of Christian ori- 
gin, but was venerated and held sacred by the 
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Chaldeans and Egyptians, centuries before Christ 
was born. He then goes on to show that the symbol 
of Christ used by his earliest followers, was simply 
the first two letters of his Greek name, ki and rho. 
This was the symbol used by Constantine, and the 
Greek ki, written X, was the crux used by the early 
Christians as a symbol of Christ himself, and not 
of the cross on which He suffered. The work affords 
a curious and interesting study, and the volume is 
an evidence of wide-spread reading and research 
on the part of the author.

The Life of our Lord; in the Words of the Gospels.

The purpose of this volume is to present in a con- 
tinuous narrative the events of the life of our Lord, 
as recorded by the four evangelists. His genealogy} 
conversations, discourses, parables, miracles, his 
trial, death, resurrection, and ascension, are placed 
in the order of their occurrence; and in the foot- 
notes references are made to passages in the Old 
Testament relating to Christ or quoted by him. 

The life of our Lord has been of late years pre- 
sented in such a multitude of forms, colored with 
the views and theories of such a multitude of minds, 
that it is hoped the present effort to present that 
life in the exact form of the inspired record, with- 
out addition or abatement, may tend to the increase 
of the real knowledge of the life of the Saviour of 
mankind. 

The book appears to be well fitted for family 
reading, or for use in schools and Bible-classes.
